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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



> The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a multi-channel imaging system for generating an 
ensemble of images from an object for each field of view of the object, wherein 
each image in the ensemble contains information from substantially only one 
source. Independent claims 54-55 and 59 identify the uniquely distinct feature, " 
for wherein a multi-channel detector is disposed to receive plurality of images 
produced bv an imaging lens, the multi-channel detector producing a plurality of 
output signals, such that a separate output signal is produced for each of said 
light beams and correcting the output signals for any misalignment between the 
images in ensemble on the multi-channel detector to within sub-pixel resolution 
and reducing contributions from the output signals of other channels to the output 
signal in each channel ": Independent claim 65 identifies the uniquely distinct 
feature, " for an imaging lens that focuses each of plurality of light beams on at 
least one pixilated detector, producing a respective image corresponding to a 
different one of the plurality of light beams, each image being one of ensemble of 
images, said at least one pixilated detector providing an output signal for each 
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respective image and correcting the output signals for any misalignment between 
the respective images on said at least one pixilated detector and substantially 
reducing crosstalk between the output signals ". The closest prior art, Mitchell et al. 
(USPN 6,330,361 B1), disclose wherein an improved optical correlator using a 
coherent light beam employs a method of adaptive alignment, wherein a test pattern 
modulates an input spatial light modulator and the modulated beam propagates 
through passive transforming optical elements to a filter spatial light modulator, 
which is simultaneously modulated with an independently transformed frequency 
domain reference; while Rogers et al . (USPN 5,351 ,311), disclose neural 
network for detection and correction of local boundary misalignment between 
images, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above 
underlined limitation obvious.
